Senator Grubo. of Ply- 
mouth said he would vote, against, the 
bill, not because he believed in capital 
punishment, but because he wanted the 
people of Indiana to be aroused to a 
nense of duty by the persistence of the 
system which permits hanging. 


Senator Jackson, the author of the 


bill, said h« hfid witnessed four hang- 
ings and the scenes could not be wiped 
out of his memory. He favored electro- 
cution, he said, because it produced in- 
stantaneous death.

Authorize a Recall. 


An amendment authorizing the recall 


of a president at any biennial national 
election, was presented by Senator Bris- 
tow. 


Senator Bacon offered an amendment 


to reduce the proposed six-year term for 
a president to a single four-year term. 
It was defeated, 42 to 25, 


"When a president has had two years 


and his administration is not satisfac- 
tory, the people elect a congress of differ- 
ent political view to tho president," said 
Senator Bristow, supporting his proposal, 
he added that there-had been a suspen- 
sion of government for two years' be- 
cause the people were dissatisfied with 
President Taft's tariff policies. 
A six- 


year terra, he declared, without a recall1- 
provision, wuould make the government 
less elastic and less responsive to the 
public will. 


Report Again Adopted. 


The conference report on the immi- 


gration bill was again accepted today 
by the house. 
It was the third time 


that the measure has been taken up in 
the house because of the senate's insist- 
ence on further conferences. 
It finally 


was adopted after a short debate, dur- 
ing which the bill was characterized oy 
some as un-American, un-patriotic, vi- 
cious and unnecessary, and warly defend- 
ed by others. It now goes to the sen- 
ate. 


Women Before Committee. 


Women from many states, leaders in 


a national movement to restrict the 
hours of labor of women wage earners 
crowded into the rooms of house com- 
mittee on labor today to endorse the bill 
or Representative Petej-s, of Massachu- 
setts, proposing an eight-hour day six 
days a week for women workers in the 
District of Columbia.

pension'' bill in the house provoked a 
ii'iiKtliy discussion, the tmal vote stand- 
ing ra to '-id for passage.

tive Hands took the lloor iu behalf of his 
bill, charging that Ehe opposition mis 
understood its provisions atid arguing 
that the proposed legislation would be 
both economical and Humanitarian. 


.Representatives Jiusle aud Meidreich, 


both of Jvvansville, fought thu measure, 
as also did .Representative ijmith, of 
Anderson, 


The bill of Representative Kemp, of 


Dubois county, prohibiting the sale of 
dangerous werpons to intoxicated per- 
sons or those addicted to excessive use 
of alcoholic beverages, passed without 
opposition.

The growers believe 
that the removal of the tariff on sugar 
would result in such enormous importa- 
tions as to make it impossible to raise 
beets profitably in the I'nited States. 
The following is a sample of the protests 
that are coming to members of congress:

vent any reduction in the present arlff 
on sugar. During the last ten years the 
sugar beet industry has grown steadily 
in this locality, and toay is regarded as 
one of the most valuable crops we pro- 
duce. 


"The growing of sugar beets has served 


to increase land values very materially, 
as the sugar beet is not only valuable for 
its siifpir content, but also greatly im- 
proves tKe soil. The removal of the pres- 
ent duty on sugar would destroy on? of 
the most valuable crops we produce. Wo 
earnestly (solicit your influence and co: 


operation in behalf of this most Import- 
ant industry." 


The movement to free-list sugar is not 


likuly to succeed.

There was no change in Ragland from 
70 cents. 


When the Standard Oil company of 


New Jersey was dissolved by order of 
the federal supreme court last year a 
number of smaller companies were or- 
ganized in this territory and competi- 
tion for crude oij for the now refineries 
has become pronounced. 


For 18 months preceding the disso- 


lution, of the Standard which took place 
Dec. 15, 1911, Pennsylvania crude on 
which the price of all oil is based by 
the purchasing agencies, had been quoted 
at $1.30 a barrel. 
Eleven days after- 


ward the price was advanced five cents 
and within a month producers were re- 
ceiving $1.50 a barrel for oil. 
Five 


cents more was added on April 10, 1912, 
and another five cents added June 5. 


From that time until Oct. 29, there 


was no change, but then it became ap- 
parent that the purchasing agencies of 
the various Standard Oil subsidiaries 
had determined to force prices to a 
much higher level. The policy of tack- 
ing on five cents to the price they paid, 
however, was continued until Dec. 14, 
when the dream of the oil producer was 
realized in the announcement that $2 
oil had arrived. 
But it did not stop 


there. Soon after the beginning of the 
new year an advance of 5 cents was re- 
corded on Jan. 6 and on Jan. 27 seven 
cents was tacked on. 


From that time until this morning 


tflera have been daily advances of seven 
cents and oil men here were today pre- 
dicting $2.50 oil by midsummer and $3 
oil before tho end of the year. 


While it is realized by those who 


closely follow the runs and shipments, 
as well as production, that there is a 
scarcity of oil, the movement this week 
has been so unusual that many persona 
feel that something more than the legi- 
timate commercial demand underlies it. 
Officers of leading oil companies, how- 
ever, refuse to comment on the situa- 
tion.
